NOTIFICATION

S.0. 1548(E).— VVhereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to sub-section (1) of section 30 of the National Council for 
Teacher Education, Act (No. 73 of 1993) (hereinafter referred to as the NCTE Act), 
issued a show cause notice to the National Council for Teacher Education (NCTE) 
vide its letter dated the 2"^ June, 2011 requesting the Council to furnish its reply 
within a period of thirty days. 

2. Whereas in the show cause notice, several instances were cited to establish 
that the Council has been unable to perform its functions, had consistently defaulted 
in the performance of the duties imposed on it under the Act and also failed to 
comply with the directions issued by the Central Government under section 29 of 
the NCTE Act; 

3. And whereas, the Council, vide its letter dated the July 2011, submitted its 
reply in response to the show-cause notice of the Central Government: 

4. And whereas, the Central Government has duly examined the reply given by 
the Council to the show cause notice wherein the NCTE has admitted that ‘there 
have been gross procedural lapses In processing of cases in terms of non¬ 
preparation of comprehensive agenda, intimation of deficiencies on the proposals to 
the institutions within specified time frame and lack of supervision and monitoring’; 

5. And whereas, the NCTE has requested in the reply that the Government may 
reconsider its decision to invoke the provisions of section 30 as the Council has not 
totally failed to perform its functions and there has been no wilful non-compliance to 
the directions issued by the Central Government; 

6. And whereas, the Central Government, after considering all the relevant facts 
and circumstances of the case and the reply given by the Council to the opportunity 
accorded to it by the Central Government under proviso to sub section (1) of section 
30 is of the opinion that the Council is unable to perform its functions properly, has 
persistently defaulted in the performance of the duties imposed on it by and under 
the Act, and has wilfully and without sufficient cause failed to comply with the 
directions issued by the Central Government on the 22"^ November, 2007; 

7. Now therefore, in exercise of the powers, conferred under sub-section (1) of 
section 30 of the NCTE Act, the Central Government hereby supersedes the 
Council, for a period of six months from the date of this notification; 
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8. Further, as a consequence thereof and as per the provisions of sub-section 
(2) of section 30 of the NOTE Act; 

(a) all the Members of the Council, notwithstanding the fact that their term of 
office has not expired shall vacate their offices; 

(b) all the powers of and duties which may, by or under the provisions of the 
NCTE Act be exercised or performed by or on behalf of the Council shall, 
during the period of supersession, be exercised by such person or persons as 
the Central Government may direct; 

(c) all property vested in the Council shall, during the period of supersession, vest 
in the Central Government. 

9. This notification shall come into force with effect from the date of its publication in 
the Official Gazette.
